Scarcely  more  than  two  years  ago 
she  stood  perilously  near  the  edge 
of  a  flnanetal  abfsa.  Ready  money 
I  waa  moving  ngUltf  to  foreign  fields. 
British  credit   was   falling.  The 
"dole"  fund  was  running  into  debt 
[to  the  tune  of  a  milllcxi  pounds  a 
t  week.   There  were  those,  even,  who 
predicted  Ixindon  had  forever  lost 
her  pre-eminence  In  finance;  that 
war  and  the  aftermath  of  war  had 
dealt  such  a  blow  recovery  was  wcU- 
nlght  impoasible.

And  It  was  the  same  stnUn  of 
grain  from  tbe  hard  red  Spring 
variety  that  brought  the  crown  to 
prank  Isaakson,  of  Eifros.  sask .  nt 
the  International  Hay  and  Grain 
Show  in  Chicago  this  month. 
I  The  two  wheat  kings  have  other 
things  In  common  besides  the  same 
strain  of  wiieat.  They  homcsteaded 
before  they  farmed,  and  it  was  on 
the  original  homestead  sites  the| 
prlie-wlnnlng  kernels  ware  grown. 

BOTH  imXED  FARMERS 

They  are  both  mixed  farmers — 
paying  attention  to  coar.se  grains, 
cattle,  poultry  and  swme  as  well  as 
pro<1uclng  wheat.  But  where  Isaak- 
son gleaned  all  his  farming  know- 
ledge on  the  farm,  WUford  had 
taken  a  course  at  the  Claresholm 
Agricultural  College.' 

Joseph  Praas  Oskar  Issakson.  to 
give  the  wheat  khig  of  the  interna- 
tional show  at  Chicago  his  full 
name,  was  bom  at  Motala.

Water  has 
been  transported  In  this  way  during  a  long  time 
distributed  from  the  mains  in  the  most  poison- 
nu.s  of  metal.s.  It  l.s  the  ductility  of  lead  and 
the  ease  with  which  Jointa  can  be  soldered  that 
fit  it  for  tho  tortnow  qrtea  noidid  for  earry- 
ing  a  tupply  of  water  into  tarlova  pfrtf  of  a 
liouae. 

The  Xjancet  saya  that  aa  largo  towns  hare 

rrown  np  on  the  bank.s  of  rivers  whose  water 
contalna  oalclum  bicarbonate  from  the  limestone 
or  chaUc  itrata  through  which  It  paaaea  no  ill 
effects  have  been  observed  thro\:gh  the  u,se  of 
lead  pipes.  On  the  other  hand,  where  towns 
have  had  to  seek  a  purer  supply  fhim  ootoide 
their  own  borders  they  have  to  draw  on  upland 
pouices  yielding  very  soft  water.  Apparently 
"!uch  water  has  the  power  of  dls.solving  lead.  R 
takes  some  of  the  metal  as  hydroxide  to  give  a 
strong  reaction  with  chromate,  which  is  only 
very  sparingly  soluble  in  vatiT, 
soluble  In  the  ga.stric  Juices.
